A Friend from the City of Dk/fhaw has lately 
placed in my ColIe6tion part of the Skull of 
an Ox with the Cores of the Horns^ which io all 
Probability muft have been terrible. It was dug 
up near the faid City, which is three Miles diftant 
from hence.. I beg leave to fend you fome Draughts 
thereof. Fig. I, reprefents the outfide to the Orbits 
of the Eyes. Fig* II, the Balis of the Skull, and 
Fig, III? the Occiput. The Gores of the Horns 
contain deep longitudinal Furrows ; they are not 
entire at th? ExSemities. and y« are dian. from 
one another.

I dare not determine to what kind of Bulls this 
FoIIil is to be afcribed. I only conje6lure it may 
belong to the faurolephantes^ of which you have 
made mention, in your learned DiflTertation^ of a 
Pair of very extraordinary large Horn-^ publifhed 
in Vol. 34 of Phtlofoph. franfa^^ W 3^7« For 
as to the Zuhronss which Gejner on the Urus^ 
fag. 144, mentions kom Munfierus^ there is no fuf- 
iicient Proof that the Animal in q ueilion was of that 
Kind. 

To this I make bold to add two other Draughts * 
The one is that of a ftupendous Plica Polonka^ 
which Dr. Floercke^ Phyfician to the Princefs of 
Radzlvil^ got drawn. The Plica itfelf was fent 
to DtefdeHf where i faw it. It is remarkable, that 
the Woman affefted with this Plica^ who was a 
Subject of the Princefs, and liv'd in the Diftrid of 
NoVQgrod^ during fx Years that {he laboured under if^ 
never changed her Refting- Place but twice a Year^ 
vi^. in Spring and Winter. Upon the Approach of 
Winter (he could endure Cold fo very well^ that (he 
fhunned all Sort of Heat, even that of a lighted 
Candk* She never ufed any ftrong Liquor^ but 
lived on very bad Breads raw Herbs^ and Water^ 
to feventy Years of Age. In the Spring flie ufed 
to be carried to fome Place where the Heat could 
not eafily penetrate. She at length died^ near two 
Years ago, iYidufranfa^^W 417.] 

The 
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Thfe fother Draught is of a prodigious Swelling 
of the Eye of a Subjed of the aforefaid Princefs* This 
Swelling was occafioned by Hail ; and it daily encrea* 
fes and grows hard, except at the Place marked by the 
Letters, Fig. jr. This Circumflance is very lingular, 
that the Optic Nerve and the Tunicles have ftretched 
fo much, that the Eye quitted its Socket, and fell 
down to the Beard, Letter h. The unhappy Man 
is ftiil living, and can move this Eye, which weeps^ 
but, as is no Wonder, cannot fee with ir. The 
Tumour is not painful, but it is very troubiefome to 
him about his Nofe. If thefe fe|v Curiofities be 
acceptable to fuch inquititive Philofophers, as the 
Gentlemen of the Royal Society are, I have my
